Knowledge is the best equipment a beginner can possess. Select 
your loadstone of attraction, figure the cost of outlay, then set your 
coin compass toward your goal. Remember, don’t be expecting real 
bargains, they’re rare, but concentrate instead on the good solid 
buys, of reputable dealers that appear at regular intervals. Invest- 
ment and speculation plays more than a minor role in today’s coin 
buying, and has a tendency to create false values on certain items. 
Risk in this type of investment is the same as that on the stock 
market. However there are just as many opportunities now as there 
were ten, twenty, or even fifty years ago, and your smart coin pur- 
chases today may be the sensational buys of the future. 


Coin collecting is one way of saving money, by using part of 
your pay-check in building a liquid asset that can be turned into 
spending money when needed. This wholesome hobby teaches the 
important lesson of the power and value of money. Methodical and 
systematic accumulations of specie instructs in careful planning, 
and makes this intriguing leisure hour’ entertainment a test of 
sound judgement and business skill. 


INTRODUCTION TO COIN COLLECTING 


Coins are great conversational pieces, and odd and curious 
specimens excite the interest of those who have not as yet become 
collectors. Coin collecting lays a firm pathway to social activities 
with its conventions, club meetings, and exhibits by bringing togeth- 
er various groups of people with the same interests.

Excellent I would say because important discoveries are being 
made each year of seemingly common coins, a numbr of which have 
been kept and handled by prominent dealers for years, It is not 
unreasonable to believe that YOU could be the one to contribute 
significant information of this kind to an appreciative coin col- 
lecting fraternity.

Several of 
our notes in this quiz bear clear evidence of having been produced in 
nations well known to us, yet the bills are for ‘far away places” in 
every sense of that term. 


The five notes in our illustrations are current paper money of five 
distant nations. None has ever before been illustrated in a numis- 
matic publication, yet recent changes in federal legislaton makes it 
possible for this issue of the Flying Eaglet to include likenesses of 
these notes. How good are you as a numismatic detective? How 
many of these three notes can you identify? If you think you have 
found clues to all three, write to the Flying Eaglet:the correct answer 
with earliest postmark and you can watch the mails for a prize.

1804 SILVER DOLLAR 


This king of rarities has many interesting but conflicting history 
background. Whether the true facts will ever be known is a mys- 
tery only the future will tell. A lengthly conversation with various 
dealers and research was spent to gather together all available in- 
formation on this 1804 Dollar. A more informative article I thought 
would be to interview some of the owners of this dollar, which I did, 


One owner, Mr. Frank Liveright, of Westwood, N. J. donated his 
1804 and his whole collection to the Newark Museum, presently 
valued at$1,000,000. Mr. Liveright although aged 85 still attends 
some of the numismatic gatherings to keep in touch with our inter- 


esting hobby. Many may recollect he was V. Pres., and General Man- 
ager of Bamberger’s Department Store in Newark for 40 years. He 


related how he purchased his 1804 dollar 35 years ago from an inti- 
mate friend for several thousand dollars. The question of how many 
of these pieces are around is still doubtful, but it was mentioned he 
believed 12 known and possibly 20 exist and only 7 are accounted for, 
Whether these include originals or restrikes is unknown but this 
also makes quite a conversational piece. 


Although 19,570 are recorded as struck it is believed these were 
struck in 1836-1839. As this article continues I suggest you accept 
what you wish and draw your own conclusions, as there have been 
many interesting stories related in the past, some of which I will 
repeat as we go along. Mr. Harold Bareford, of N.Y.C., is also a 
proud owner of an original 1804 Dollar. I spoke with Mr. Bareford 
over the phone at his office after I was connected with two of his 


| secretaries. His 1804 dollar was bought from a dealer in Cincinnati 


a number of years ago at an undisclosed figure. Mr. Bareford, started 
collecting at the age of 14, and since then has acquired a vast col- 
lection of rarities one of the best collections in the country, He com- 
mented, he still has all the coins he has saved and never sold one. 
One belief is the where abouts and scarcity of this mintage has it, 
they were melted down because the bullion value was more than the 
face value, Another belief is a ship load of the entire mintage of this 
year was bound for China and sunk during the voyage. Another 
story, somewhat fantastic but amusing was, they were used as a 
luck charm under every ships mast. Now we'll have coin collectors 
buying old galleys, for the sake of curiosity. (smile) Although, it is 
known for vessels to contain money as a christening or luck charm 
for the first voyage. 


One sound theory had it the beaded edge wasn’t used until 1828, 
although the 1804 dollar has it. Also, the dies were made after 1836 
as the dies in the early dates were used until they fell apart, nor 
destroyed at the end of each year as is the practice today. This 
probably accounts for the listed Originals and Restrikes. Another 
theory is that the dies where made to strike a few of these 1804 
dollars so they may be traded for other coins needed for the U.S. 
Mint collection. No doubt, further articles, research and collabora- 
tion of other collectors, dealers and new discoveries will bring more 
to light in the future. 


One source mentioned he didn’t believe there are originals and 
As there are different reverses 
known as Type 1 as original, type 2, as restrike. I would like to 
favor the following theory on this subject, as theory only, not as 
an authority. 


It is known that the early mint recorders were some times con- 
flicting and not kept in order properly. I assume that 19,570 is in 
error, but only some 20 odd pieces struck as a test engravers work. 
Being so few only the immediate officials kept them, a few being 


“used for some trades of other coins lacking to complete the U. S. 


Mint collection which is housed in the Smithsonian Institution. 
While testing this silver dollar a different reverse was used, thus 
accounting for restrikes-originals of the day. Being few and in- 
teresting, many ardent collectors made this a must for their col- 
lection. What is your theory? This silver dollar is presently valued 
in excess of $20,000. The following collectors and institutions are 
known to own a genuine specimen, The Newark Museum, Frank 
Liveright, Harold Bareford, N. Y. C., Mr. Louis Aliasberg, of 
Baltimore, Md., The Smithsonian Institution; Kansas City Museum, 
Boston Museum; The Du Pont Collection.

Q. What is a Racketeer Nickel? — R.J.C., Cranbury, N. J. 
A. A gold plated Liberty nickel. When the Liberty head nickel 


appeared in 1883, the words ‘five cents’? weren't included on the 
back. The coin was also about the same size as a five dollar gold 
piece. In Boston one individual was quick to notice these facts I 
mentioned above. He and a friend got fifty dollars in Liberty nickels 
and gold plated the batch so they would resemble five dollar gold 
coins, After he spent the entire lot on five cent articles and getting 
$4.95 change each time, he got another $250. worth of nickels and 
started passing them again. He was finally caught after passing 
about 3,000 ‘‘gold plated pieces’’. However since he never asked for 
change, just waited (he was a deaf mute) the case had to be dis- 
missed because at the time there was no law against plating nickels, 


also the lawyer contended the change was given voluntary. After 
the trial the mint was ordered to add the inscription ‘five cents’ to 
the back of the nickel.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT — U.S. SECRET SERVICE 


Use of illustrations and films of paper money, postage and Revenue 
stamps, and other obligations and securities of the United 
States and foreign governments. 


The Treasury Department sponsored legislation in the 85th Con- 
gress to liberalize and clarify the laws relating to the use of illus- 
trations and films of paper money, postage and revenue stamps, 
checks, bonds, and other obligations and securities of the United 
States and foreign governments. This legislation was passed by the 
85th Congress and approved by the President on September 2, 1958 
(Public Law 85-921, 85th Congress). 

This document contains information as to when it is permissible 
under the new legislation to print illustrations and make films of 
United States and foreign obligations and securities in comparison 
with what was permissible prior to its enactment. 

United States and Foreign Paper Money and Other Obligations 
and Securities. 

(A). Printed Illustrations.—Under the new law, printed illustra- 
tions of paper money, checks, bonds, and other obligations and 
securities of the United States and foreign governments are per- 
missible for numismatic, educational, historical and newsworthy 


purposes. Previously, special permission of the Secretary of the 
Treasury was necessary. 
The illustrations of paper money, checks, or bonds must be in 


black and white and must be of a size less than three-fourths or 
more than one and one-half times the size of the genuine instrument, 
The illustrations must appear in articles, books, journals, newspap- 
ers, Magazines, or albums, and no individual facsimiles of such 
obligations are permitted. No illustrations may be in color, whether 
or not the color is the same as the color of the genuine instrument. 

The following are some examples of situations where illustrations 
are now permissible without special permission of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, provided the illustrations are in black and white and 
conform to the size restrictions: (1) Illustrations of paper money, 
postal money orders, and saving's bonds in books to teach arithmetic: 
(2) illustrations of paper money accompanying educational or his- 
torical articles dealing with paper money in numismatic or other 
periodicals; (3) illustrations of paper money in albums for the col- 
lection of such money; and (4) illustrations of paper money or 
checks accompanying newsworthy articles in newspapers or mag- 
a zines. 

(B). Films, Microfilms and Slides.—Under the new law, films, 
microfilms, and slides of paper money, checks, bonds, and other ob- 
ligations and securities of the United States and foreign govern- 
ments are permitted in black and white or in color for projection 
upon a screen or for use in telecasting. Previously, such films or 
slides were permitted only by special permission of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

The following are some examples of situations wher films or slides 
of obligations and securities of the United States and foreign govern- 
ments may be used: (1) Slides of paper money used by numismatists 
in giving lectures on the history of money; (2) educational films 
showing paper money used by business concerns to teach personnel 
how to make change; (3) microfilms of paper money, checks, and 
bonds by banks; (4) motion picture films for entertainment purposes.

In the following lines I would like to touch on a subject, that 
comes up occasionally, and attempt to shed some new light upon it. 

There is probably no term more distorted and misused than the 
word rare. For instance: I have in my collection an 1864 ‘L”’ cent, 
a 1907 proof cent and a scarce variety of a 1793 cent. All these are 
called ‘“‘rare’’ by one dealer or another. Yet there are about 1,000 
1907 proof cents in existance, over 200 of my 1793 cent variety 
known and I have counted over 35 1864 “L”’ cents for sale in one 
issue of a numismatic magazine. This seems to indicate that ‘‘rare’’ 
has a rather hazy meaning. Dealers have been calling every day 
coins “rare’’ to make a sale (either through ignorance or greed). 
A few are: Ze “S” cents over 1,000 rolls known, 1936-37-38 proof 
sets all over 2,500 in existence, 1909 ‘‘S’’ VDB Lincoln cents at least 
10 rolls known and hundreds of singles, and the worst offenders are 
the so called “scarce” 55 “S” cent rolls, 44 million made and vir- 
tually all still in existance. I don’t want to be taken wrong, these 
coins have already proven to be good investments, but when you buy 
them you don’t own a rarity. Another example of the present state 
of affairs: recently I bought an 1802 % cent in fine condition (best 
condition known) for $75. I might have one of the best 30 out of 
only 150 in existence. I might have paid the same price for a 1909 
“S” VDB cent, which had over 50 pieces advertised in a recent issue 
of a numismatic magazine. 


In his book on Early U.S. Large Cents, Dr. Sheldon set up the 
rarity scale I mentioned in the December ‘‘Eaglet.” I would like to 
reproduce it here with the terms “Rare,” “Scarce” etc. properly 
placed. 


R-1 (over 1,250 known) common 

R-2 (501-1,250) Not so common 

R-3 (201-500) scarce 

R-4 (76-200) Very scarce 

R-5 (31-75) Rare 

R-6 (12-30) Very rare 

R-7 (4-12) Extremely rare 

R-8 (1, 2 or 3) Unique or semi unique

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CANADA’S 
VANISHING TOMBACS 


By Harold Don Allen 
Of all Canada’s coinage issues of the past 
35 years, there is none that is so misunder- 
Poe stood by collectors outside of Canada, or so 
blatantly misrepresented by the Canadian 
‘man in the street’, as the interesting brassy- 





imme -hued ‘‘tombac”’ five cent coins, which intro- 
”, duced the 12-sided planchet to Canada’s five 
Fr cents, and were the country’s first alteration 


in a coinage type during World War II 

The story of the coins closely parallels that of the United States 
steel cent of 1943, except that the tombac ‘nickels’ were, if any- 
thing, even more unpopular: as soon as supplies of necessary metals 
permitted, the issue was withdrawn. 

The misunderstanding comes with the mistaken belief that, since 
the coins have been melted by the millions and have vanished from 
circulation, they must be scarce, and if not already valuable they 
certainly will be in years to come. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. While more were being 
returned to the melting pot on a single banking day in the months 
immediately following the recall than now are seen by them in a 
whole year, the truth remains that close to 11,000,000 of the coins 
some 40% of those issued—-still are outstanding, and statistics seem 
to indicate that most of these never will be redeemed. 

Many collectors have holdings in the hundreds or thousands, and 
since the coins outnumber any realistic estimate of future custom- 
ers, the pieces should hardly be considered as scarce as circulation 
evidence would seem to show. 

No less than 28,156,490 of the coins were struck, in two issues. 
The 1942, released in Autumn, replaced the standard nickel coin. 
Like the 1943 issue, it was struck in tombac, an alloy of 88% copper 
and 12% zinc, to conserve Canadian nickel for wartime commit- 
ments. The 12-sided planchet was introduced to minimize confusion 
with the copper cent, for the circulated coins have similar appear- 
ance in subdued light. “Blackout nickels’’ was one of the printable 
nicknames for the unpopular tombac pieces. The 1942 striking's, 
totalling 3,396,234, reproduced the beaver obverse, used since 1937 
on the nickel five-cent coins. 

The large 1943 issue inaugurated a new reverse, while retaining 
the 12-sided planchet. A torch of freedom is superimposed upon a 
“V"’, which can be read as being for Victory or being the number 
of cents. Around the reverse rim is an unusual innovation, a Morse 


code inscription, which reads, ‘‘We win we work willingly”. This 
“V" “nickel”? saw further use on the chrome steel releases of 1944 


and 1945, and was replaced by the beaver design with the pure 
nickel issue of 1946, which retained the 12-sided planchet. 

The chrome steel pieces of 1944 and 1945 also proved to be fail- 
ures, for they rusted easily; while most have vanished from circula- 


tion, there is little claim that they will be ‘“valuable’—the truth is 
that they are hard to distinguish from nickel strikings, and the

The accompanying chart is 
based on government statistics, 
adapted from various issues of 
the Canada Year Book. It gives 
the number of tombac coins in 
the hands of the public by mil- 
lions, from the time of issue to 
the present day. Note the initial 
Sharp drop in circulation: 10,- 
000,000 pieces were withdrawn in 
less than two years. In the year 
ending December 31, 1957, on the 
other hand, only 32,500 pieces 
were turned in. 

If the present trend were to 
continue, over 10,000,000 of the 
coins would never be redeemed. 

But such a trend presupposes 
a smooth-running economy; the 
touch of recession in Montreal in 
recent months found bank tellers 
with the tombac coins in their 
cash. For the first time in years,

The recent disasterous Ohio 


River rampage cost citizens mil- 
lions of dollars.
